Perhaps 
that is one reason why the 1937 
legislature, the fir t to assemble 
under the one-ho.se plan, was 
disappointing.

‘advocated the one-house idea. 

Nebraska has no public debt. 
It has a $10,000,000 state capitol 
building all paid for. It enjoys 
an excellent public Schoo! system 
and has developed a fine highway 
system. The state spends lavish- 
ly on an old age assistance plan 
and other related social activities. 
Yet with all these, the state im- 
poses no income tax, no gene.al 
sales tax, no cigarette or other 
so-called nuisance taxes—and it 
does not borrow money. 

A property tax, a stiff liquor 
tax and a five cents per gallon 
gasoline tux combine to do a fair- 
ly good job of financing the state. 
Governor Cochrane is quoted as 
saying: “I am not sure but that 
taxes should be painfui in order 
to make the people tax con- 
scious.” 

The News recommends a study 
uf Nebraska taxes to Governor 
Murphy's new tax study commis- 
sion. Tt recommends also a study 
of Nebraska history to Michigan 
debaters now so violently con- 
demning the two-house — legisla-

A preperty tax, a stiff liquor 
tax and a five cents per ‘gallon 
gasoline tax combine to do a fair- 
ly good job of financing the state. 
Governor Cochrane is quoted as 
saying: “I am not sure but that 
taxes should be painfui in order 
to make the people tax con- 
scious.” 

The News recommends a study 
of Nebraska taxes to Governor 
Murphy’s new tax study commis- 
sion. Tt recommends also a study 
of Nebraska history to Michigan 
debaters now so violently con- 
demning the two-house  I!egisla- 
ture system.—Verne Brawn in 
Ingham County News, Mason, 
Mich.

Two new passenger train loco- 
motives, each capable of hauling 
standard trains at sustained 
speeds over 100 miles an hour, 
and the most powerful ever in 


-- passenger service in Michigan, 


have just been installed on the 
Michigan Centra) Railroad. The 
two, now on Detroit-Chicago 
runs, belong to a group of 50 be- 
ing constructed for the New York 
Central System. More of these 
are to be assigned to the Mich- 
igan Central. 

The new locomotives are of the 
Hudson type, classified as J-3A, 
They weight 360,000 pounds, have 
73 feet, 7%-inch wheelbase; 22% 
by 29-inch cylinders, a 4-6-4 
wheel arrangement with 72-inch 
driving wheels and carry 275 
pounds steam pressure. Capacity 
of the tenders is 30 tons of coal 
and 14,000 gallons of water. 

The locomotives are of the 
most modern type. They are 
cquipped with booster engine for 
faster and smoother starting: 

- automatic stoker, power reverse 
gear, feed water heater, combus- 
tiun chamber for improved 
steaming performance, automatic 
train control, rubber draft gear.
